Japanese “ plot” note was the conviction expressed by Secretary Lansing 
today. 
Lansing authorized the following statement: 
“The department does not believe that Japan has had ary knowledge of 
this, or that she would consider any proposition made by an enemy.” 
Secretary Lansing said further: 
We have confidence that Mexico would not become a party to it, in view 
of the friendly relations between America and the de facto government.” 
While withholding discussion of the source of the government's informa­ 
tion of the plot, “ lest someone's life be endangered,” the state department 
admitted that it has full evidence of the plot and that a note reached Count 
Von Bernstorff here, and the German minister in Mexico. 
It is intimated that the government has been working for four months on 
the case but has only recently been able to secure conclusive plot evidence. 
Attention is called to the fact that in his instructions Zimmerman stipu­ 
lated that Eckhardt should only broach the matter to President Carranza 
“as soon as it is certain that there will be an outbreak of war with the United 
States." 
It is pointed out that this certainly had not developed at the time , 
American Ambassador Bernstorff left this country. 
Doubt as to the authenticity of the Zimmerman letter, voiced in the sen­ 
ate early today, because of its text having first become public through the 
press, was quickly dispelled by Senator Swanson, who made a formal state­ 
ment announcing that the President had authorized him to say the published 
text was substantially correct.

Senator Hardwick indicated his intention to object, saying it was a ser­ 
ious matter and that the President could be relied upon to inform the senate 
if he deemed it wise and that in any case the executive himself would act 
properly.

"I put it in because it is a serious matter, 
lf it is false the country ought 
to know it to allay the excitement it has caused lf it is 
true certainly Con­ 
gress ought to know it.” 
Senator Works. California, said it is now due to Congress and to the 
country that President Wilson fully present to Congress “all information” 
he may have. 
Senator Stone, chairman of the foreign relations committee, made a 
deliberate appeal to the senate to refer the resolution to his committee “for 
further necessary investigation and inquiry before ill advised action be taken.”
